Mary  Washington  College  Chancellor 
Grellet  C.  Simpson  has  announced  tenta- 
tive plans  for  a  major  reorganization  of 
the  Dean's  office  to  coincide  with  the  re- 
vision of  the  academic  program  sched- 
uled for  implementation  in  the  1971-72 
school  year. 

Chancellor  Simpson's  proposal  calls 
for  the  appointment  at  that  time  of  six 
assistant  deans.  Four  of  the  assistant 
deans  would  be  appointed  to  administer 
the  four  areas  of  study  outlined  in  the 
new  academic  program  adopted  last 
spring  by  the  faculty.
